‘Yes, it’s Von Papen himself. Last 


time I saw him. was when he asked 


me to tea at the former German Lega- 
tion in Vienna a few days after the 
Anschluss, And here I am_ again 
within a few yards of him in Ankara, 


‘but with the barrier of a state of war 


between us. 


It is in the public market—Oriental: 


in design, modern in execution, con- 
sisting of rows of neat little shops 
round a colonnadéd courtyard. He is 
with Fraulein Margit, his fair-haired 
eldest daughter, closely inspecting 
spring vegetables on a_ stall.

London, April 16. 

Incoming reports show that the first 
British landings in Norway and the 
robust naval actions are having a brac- 
ing effect in neutral countries. ‘Their 

’ . newspapers reveal only a small part 
of what the people are thinking, for 
in most countries round Germany 
newspapers have to tread carefully, 
balancing each good word for the 
-Allies with a compensating word for 
Germany. 

In ‘the Governments. and in the 
streets, however, it is clear that there 
is fresh heart. Dispatches reaching 
London yesterday reported a wide- 
spread belief, and confidence, that the 
British and French Governments were 
not treating Norway as 2 sideshow, 
but as a vitally important theatre of 
war. oar 
- Certainly in London it is realised 
that the urgent tasks of Allied strategy 

. must be, first, to prevent the Germans 
from establishing air and sea bases 
on the Norwegian coast, and then to 
drive them out of the country. On 
the German side the Norwegian cam- 
paign was not thought of as a side- 
show; it was to be the basis for nearer 
and heavier attacks on. British ports, 
warships, and merchant ships — the 
means, in German! minds, of forcing 
a decision and of bringing the neu- 
trals in on their side. 

Swedish eyes are naturally turned 
anxiously, almost desperately, towards 
-the Allies. Nowhere was the news ‘of 
the landings more warmly welcomed 
than in Sweden, according .to the re- 
ports received yesterday. On the 
whole it is thought that the Germans 


are not yet strongly enough establish-- 


ed, nor well enough organised, in Den— 
mark to spring an attack on Sweden. 
-The British minefields have also 
greatly increased the Germans’ diffl- 
culties. But, if the Swedes dare be— 
gin to hope for a respite, their military 
‘preparations show that they have no 
false hopes. Nor do they relax their 
vigilance. : 

Information from Holland suggests 
that the Germans had by last week- 
‘end prepared everything for an at- 
tack by land, air, sea, and from with- 
in. By sea, the landings would have 
been made by the Trojan Horse tactics 
used at Narvik. The German appar— 
atus still stands ready. Equally ready 
are the Dutch, who have rounded up 
many of the “Fifth Column” saboteurs 


and half-hearted patriots within the 


country.

There is little doubt that the hero of 
the tournament just concluded has 
been S. A: Rumjahn.

In the last three sets he dominat- 
ed the court, scoring repeatedly with 
his forehand drive and displaying 
a touch of tennis genius that was 
lacking in any of the others.
